Biok Rlley was Indicted by the grand 
Jury for the alleged acceptance of a 
bribe while a member of the police de- 
partment. As soon as the true bill was 
handed up to Judge Swann a bench 
warrant was issued for the arrest of 
Riley. who was expected t» surrender 
himself when officially Informed of the 
grand Jury's action. 


The indictment charges that Captain 


Riley was given and received $l,O!>i> 
on or about Oct. 20, 1012, ia a Park 
row restaurant. The money, accord 
Ing to the evidence adduced before the 
grand Jury, was hacded to Rlley by 
former Detective Al Cohen, who has 
confessed that he was a go-between 
for "wireless" wire tapping swindlers 
and the police accused of being in col- 
lusion with the confidence men. Co- 
hen testified that the money was turn 
ed over to him by Frank Tarbeaux 
and George H. McRea, members of 
the wire tapptnK gang, after a victim 
had been fleeced out of a large sum. 
with the understanding that Riley was 
to pass the currency along to higher 
and more influential police officials for 
protection. 
Further action by the grand Jury is 


expected by District Attorney Whit- 
man this week. It is possible that

DOING UP TOIViATOES.

IHpe red tomatoes, small 
yellow tomatoes and green tomatoes 
may bo done in widely varied ways. 


An Uncooked Relish. 


Tomato Uellsh.—Take one peck of 


ripe tomatoes chopped and then drain- 
ed overnight In » bag, .two cupfuls 
chopped celery, two cupfuls chopped 
onions, tbreo chopped green peppers, 
one quart strong vinegar, two pounds 
brown sugar, three tablespoonfuls salt, 
two tabloHpooufuls cinnamon and two 
ouiK-es mustard seed. Stir all together 
ami bottle and seal. 
No cooking is re- 


quired. 


Tomato Jam.--Take three pounds of 


i tomaioes, one pound and a balf of loaf 
| sugar, two lemons sliced thin. Use to- 


j umtoos which are not quite ripe, wipe 


] them with a cloth and take off the 


Btonis. Cut each tomato in four pieces 
nnd cook In a preserving pan with the 
sliced lemon till tender, tben add the 
sugar, bring It to the boll and toil fast 
for forty-live minutes. 
If necessary a 


little water may be added with the 
sugar If the preserve IB too thick. 


A Cenvient Method. 


Golden Preserves.- Pour boiling wa- 


ter over tomatoes, tben skin, and weigh 
them. Take the same quantity of sugar 
and boil tho sugar and a little water 
until It threads when dropped from a 
spoon, then pour the hot sirup over the 
tomatoes and allow to stand until cold. 
When cold add thinly sliced lemon in 
the proportion of one lemon to four or 
flve pounds of tomatoes and boil slowly 
until the tomatoes are transparent. Put 
in glasses and when cold cover with 
melted paraffin. 


Mixed With Corn. 


Tomatoes and Corn.—Take tomatoes 


which are not too ripe in the proportion 
of one-third corn sliced from the cob to 
two-thirds tomatoes. Scald, peel and 
slice and cut out all green or hard parts. 
Pot all la a porcelain kettle. 
Let boil 


fifteen minutes and seal immediately in 
glass Jars. You may after cutting off 
the corn cook It fifteen minutes. Add 
a little water nnd stir often, then pre- 
pare the tomatoes as above. Cook in 
separate kettlea five mlnutea. Add them 
to the corn, mixing well until they boll 
op once, then put In Jars immediately. 
Seal the Jars and keep in the dark nn- 
tU needed.

Tomato Jam.--Take three pounds of 


i tomaioes, one pound and a balf of loaf 
| sugar, two lemons sliced thin. Use to- 


j umtoos which are not quite ripe, wipe 


] them with a cloth and take off the 


Btonis. Cut each tomato in four pieces 
nnd cook In a preserving pan with the 
sliced lemon till tender, tben add the 
sugar, bring It to the boll and toil fast 
for forty-live minutes. 
If necessary a 


little water may be added with the 
sugar If the preserve IB too thick. 


A Cenvient Method. 


Golden Preserves.- Pour boiling wa- 


ter over tomatoes, tben skin, and weigh 
them. Take the same quantity of sugar 
and boil tho sugar and a little water 
until It threads when dropped from a 
spoon, then pour the hot sirup over the 
tomatoes and allow to stand until cold. 
When cold add thinly sliced lemon in 
the proportion of one lemon to four or 
flve pounds of tomatoes and boil slowly 
until the tomatoes are transparent. Put 
in glasses and when cold cover with 
melted paraffin. 


Mixed With Corn. 


Tomatoes and Corn.—Take tomatoes 


which are not too ripe in the proportion 
of one-third corn sliced from the cob to 
two-thirds tomatoes. Scald, peel and 
slice and cut out all green or hard parts. 
Pot all la a porcelain kettle. 
Let boil 


fifteen minutes and seal immediately in 
glass Jars. You may after cutting off 
the corn cook It fifteen minutes. Add 
a little water nnd stir often, then pre- 
pare the tomatoes as above. Cook in 
separate kettlea five mlnutea. Add them 
to the corn, mixing well until they boll 
op once, then put In Jars immediately. 
Seal the Jars and keep in the dark nn- 
tU needed.
